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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on April 19, 2005 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 9-10, 12-14, and 21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 1-7, 9-10, 12-14, and 21 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the specific job". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 7, 9-10, 12-14 depend from independent claim 1; therefore are rejected under the 
same rationale. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-7, 9-10, 12-14, and 21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Taub (U.S. Patent No. 6341267) in view of Barney et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,070,143). 

As per claims 1, 6-7, 9-10, 12-14, and 21, Taub discloses a method for evaluating and 
matching individual's behavior capabilities. In so doing, Taulb discloses: 

(a) defining a set of observable behavioral characteristics relevant to performance in 
jobs (col. 7, lines 46-56); 

(c) defining the job "task" based on said surveying to provide a set of defined job 
characteristics for the specific job (col. 8, lines 37-41); 

(d) preparing a computerized report of the set of defined job characteristics (col lines 
(col. 14, lines 1-17) 

(e) surveying an applicant regarding said job to ascertain how said applicant 
demonstrates said set of defined job characteristics (col. 13, lines 13-18); and 

reporting a computerized comparison of potential performance of the applicant based 
upon demonstration of said defined job characteristics (i.e, comparing the behavioral 
requirements of the user) (col. 16, lines 25-30). 
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Step (b), Taub does not expressly disclose surveying a set of subject experts having 
experience to the job to ascertain how said characteristics relate to the job. Barney in the same 
field of endeavor discloses the concept of surveying a subject matter expert (col. 6, lines 40-54). 
It would have been obvious to person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the disclosures of Taub to include surveying a subject matter expert as 
evidenced by Barney with the motivation to assess work requirements relating to specific jobs. 

As per claims 2, and 5 Taub further discloses wherein the characteristics are related to 
behaviors (col. 5, lines 45). 

As per claim 3, Taub further discloses wherein the characteristics are related to attitudes 
(col. 10, line 54). 

As per claim 4, Taub further discloses wherein the characteristics are related to behaviors 
and attitudes. See rejection of claims 2 and 3 above.
